The U.S. Senate, as everyone 
knows, abhors hypersecrecy in gov­ 
ernment affairs. It does not like bu­ 
reaucrats who do things behind Con­ 
gress’ back or civil servants who 
make their own rules or presidents 
who make decisions that constantly 
leave legislators locking barn doors 
after stolen horses. 
It turns out, though, that the Sen­ 
ate is willing to make an occasional 
exception to the general rule that the 
people have a right to know who is 
doing what with their tax money and 
why. That exception—can you stand 
the surprise?—is the good old pro­ 
gressive Senate itself. 
When the Senate voted the other 
day on a reform proposal to make all 
its committee meetings open to the 
public unless the committee in­ 
volved voted to close it, the secrecy 
forces won. Their margin of nine 
votes (47-38) included the leaders 
and whips of both parties, such 
stauch defenders of the public right 
to know as Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., and Sen. Robert Griffin, R- 
Mich. 
The assistant Democratic leader, 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia, 
pompously opposing the reform, 
said that “to tamper with the rules 
of the Senate is to tamper with the 
Senate itself.’’ This heinous possibil­ 
ity, he implied, would be equivalent 
• to wanting to make the sky purple or’ 
conspiring to cut the wings off all the 
butterflies. 
The only rational objection Byrd 
offered was that opening up all 
meetings would inspire our distin­ 
guished senators to “grandstand­ 
ing.” That is, they would tend to 
emit grand and gross sound and 
fury, legislating nothing. 
This might well happen at the 
outset (although those senators who 
attend the open meetings that do ex­ 
ist often seem to have trouble stay ­ 
ing awake, let alone doing any 
worthwhile performing). 
But it ought to become rapidly 
clear, even to a senator, that the 
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grandstanding would have to end if 
anything were to be accomplished. 
And if nothing were accomplished 
with the country, more or less, look­ 
ing on, then perhaps those senators 
would not be senators for very long. 
But, softly. Could this be in fact 
what the Senate fears? That the pub­ 
lic will find out how their system 
really operates and, in a fit of right­ 
eous indignation, throw the rascals 
out? 


For the burning question re­ 
mains, what do they have to hide? 
Short of disclosing military secrets, 
is there anything Senate committees 
would do by opening their meetings 
that would harm the country? 
Can anyone be blamed for as­ 
suming that what the legislators are 
really worried about disclosing is 
the less-than-civics-book-pure sys­ 
tem of compromise and clout by 
which the government is run? 
The same dogmatic presumption 
of the need for secrecy keeps diplo­ 
matic meetings closed. It keeps la- 
bor-management collective bar­ 
gaining sessions closed. And it helps 
keep things in general in something 
less than Utopian condition. 


The leaders who say that they 
need secrecy to negotiate in all these 
areas are being arrogant, if not dis­ 
honest. The people whose lives are 
affected by decisions made behind 
closed doors have a right to know ex­ 
actly how those decisions are made 
and why. 
When the U.S. House of Repre­ 
sentatives, of all people, can move to 
open all its meetings unless commit­ 
tee members vote against doing so, 
the Senate should be ashamed—and 
should be rebuked—for refusing to 
do so. 
As Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D- 
111., one of the reform supporters, 
said, “Excessive secrecy breeds 
distrust. It prevents accountability. 
It does violence to the principle of 
government based on the informed 
consent of the governed. ”

WASHINGTON (KFS)— For 
those young people who despair that 
an ordinary individual who does not 
have a famous name can never 
make a national impact on the politi­ 
cal process, there is a lesson in the 
life of Eugene Wyman. 
Wyman, who died recently, was 
virtually unknown outside the 
worlds of law and politics and the 
Beverly Hills, Calif., community 
where he lived. The general public 
would not recognize his name in 
print nor his face in a crowd. 
Yet Wyman’s unexpected death 
at 47 has had a profound effect upon 
the 1974 Democratic gubernatorial 
contest in California, and may be 
sharply felt in many of the 1974 Sen­ 
ate races and the 1976 Presidential 
campaign as well. 
For Wyman was one of a handful 
of professionals skilled in the deli­ 
cate but essential field of national 
political fund-raising. He was never 
tainted with scandal, as were some 
of President Nixon’s 1972 fund-rais­ 
ers. He was no ideologue, as were 
Sen. George McGovern's big fund-

raisers. He helped to raise $1 million 
for Democratic Congressional can­ 
didates last y ear, and millions for 
the Presidential campaigns of John 
F. Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson, and 
Hubert Humphrey. 
Wyman and United Artists exec­ 
utive Arthur Krim, who is chairman 
of the Democratic National Commit­ 
tee Advisory Council, were general­ 
ly considered the most powerful 
Democratic fund-raisers in the 
country. And there is no obvious 
substitute to take his place. 
At the time of his death, Wyman 
was already involved in the prelimi­ 
naries of the 1974 California guber­ 
natorial contest. The stakes in that 
race are exceptionally high, since 
the governor of the nation’s most 
populous state almost automatically 
becomes a Presidential prospect. 
There are five potential Demo­ 
cratic contenders—San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, Secretary of 
State Edmund G. Brown Jr., Senate 
Majority Leader George Mosconi, 
Assembly Speaker Robert Moretti, 
and Rep. Jerome Waldie. In a state­ 
wide Field Poll, however, only 


Brown and Alioto registered high 
voter recognition. 
The same polls showed Brown, 
the son of the governor who whipped 
Richard Nixon for the job in 1962, as 
the current frontrunner, with 59 per 
cent of Democrats strongly or some­ 
what favorable. Alioto was secbnd, 
with 39 per cent. 
The contest may turn out to be 
closer than the poll now indicates. 
Some of Brown’s strength is due to 
the fact that voters confuse him with 
his father and this may dissolve as 
the campaign wears on. And Alioto 
is steadily improving his image, 
which was bad enough a y ear ago to 
show up as a 31 per cent unfavorable 
rating in a private poll taken for 
Brown. Since then Alioto was cleared 
of criminal charges in a Washington 
State court case and won a jury ver­ 
dict against Look magazine, which 
had charged he had Mafia ties. In 
the new Field Poll, only 16 per cent 
now say they have an unfavorable 
image of him. 
Wyman had intended to remain 
officially neutral in the primary , be­ 
cause he had close ties to both 


Brown and Alioto. Yet in a tight race 
his unofficial influence might have 
made the difference. 
Whyman was being helpful to 
both men. He was continuing to ad­ 
vise Brown politically, as he had 
done for several y ears. And two 
weeks before he died, he gave Alioto 
a copy of his secret, basic fund-rais­ 
ing list. 


How much good that list will now 
do for Alioto is not clear, although 
Alioto has already lined up the two 
key San Diego contributors, Irving 
Kahn and Ab Polinsky. And how 
much Brown, who is holding his first 
statewide office at the age of 34, will 
miss Wyman’s experienced advice 
is equally uncertain. 
It was a measure of Wyman’s 
power that the three other hopefuls 
had all made pilgrimages to his law 
office to urge him to back them or 
remain neutral, despite his friend­ 
ship with Brown and Alioto. 
California politics will not be the 
same without him.

Nixon' s positive thinking

WASHINGTON (K FS)- The late 
Lyndon Johnson used to say the 
great problem with being President 
was not in doing right but in knowing 
what the right thing to do was. 
President Richard Nixon, howev­ 
er, seems to have few such self­ 
doubts. His radio messages on the 
State of the Union the past month 
have tended to be evangelistic exer­ 
cises in positive thinking. He has ex­ 
pressed his views figuaratively in 
blacks and whites and left little 
room for grays. He is all sharp an­ 
gles and rough edges, and for the 
most part a apirit. of compassion is 
lacking. 
This absoluteness of tone creates 
the impression that the President 
has more a cocksure than ¿judicious 
temperament, which may or may 
not be a good thing. 
His latest speech dealt with 
crime, and the President called for 
the death penalty for certain Feder­ 
al offenses. He sternly dismissed the 
“permissive philosophy” that social 
injustice breeds crime. “Society is 
guilty of crime only when we fail to 
bring the criminal to justice,” he 
said. 
The President is correct that evil 
is found at all social levels and that 
individuals must assume responsi­ 
bility for their own actions. But it is 
not realistic to suggest that the 
starving man who steals is not influ­ 
enced by his poverty or the black 
woman who hustles is not condi­ 
tioned by racial indignities. All 
criminals may not be products of 
their background, but some are. 
In the same unconditional tone, 
the President announced in another 
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speech that in urban America “the 
hour of crisis has passed.” He did 
not indicate merely that the decay 
and decline of the cities are being 
arrested; he implied that these need 
no longer be a matter of great con­ 
cern. Hardly anyone who has visited 
a major metropolitan area recently 
can figure out where he got his op­ 
timism. 
In a radio address outlining his 
cutbacks in social programs, the 
President promised that less Feder­ 
al spending would “give people the 
assistance they need without taking 
away their freedom or decreasing 
their self-reliance and their self-re­ 
spect.” One of his examples of free­ 
dom is the liberty of every family 
“to make its own health care ar­ 
rangements without bureaucratic 
meddling.” 
Phrased another way, that sen­ 
tence indicates the President is op­ 
posed to new broad Federal health 
care programs and wishes every 
family to pay its own medical bills. 
Self-reliance is a recurring Presi­ 
dential theme. But not every family 
is in a position to be self-reliant, par­ 
ticularly those in which the individu­ 
als are elderly, suffering long-term 
illnesses, or poverty-stricken and 
under-educated. The President does 
not have much to say about them. 
In keeping with his positive atti­ 
tude, the President observed in his 
crime speech that “law and order 
are code words for goodness and de­ 
cency in America.” That, of course, 
depends upon who is administering 
the law and the order.

modeling, improving facilities, or 
other alterations. I am sure that af­ 
ter the petty differences have been 
disposed of and serious talks have 
been started, these two hospitals will 
find out that such a move would end 
in a bigger profit for them as a whole 
and better service for the citizens of 
this community. Just imagine what 
a beautiful hospital could be con­ 
structed midway between Sterling 
and Dixon, with a trauma care cen­ 
ter; not to mention the easy access 
to Sauk Valley and the hundreds of 
health-oriented students turned out 
y ear after year. 


I am imploring those officials in­ 
volved to seriously talk about this 
among themselves and even ask the 
citizens what their thoughts would 
be pertaining to such action. 


Let us the citizens of this area 
unite and obtain better medical care 
for ourselves, our family and our 
friends. Send me your thoughts on 
this or any ideas you might have.

By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — At 
least 10 earlier p residents have 
clashed with Congress over ex­ 
ecutive p rivilege, a controversy 
almost as old as the nation— 
and one in which President 
Nixon has invited a Sup reme 
Court test. 
The issue is whether it is the 
right of a p resident to deny 
Congress 
access 
to 
the 
testimony or p ap ers of execu­ 
tive branch officials. 
The controversy has reached 
the courts before, but there 
never has been a definitive de­ 
cision. Nixon said it may be the 
time to get one. 
Nixon has refused to send his 
legal counsel, John W. Dean 
III, to testify before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which is 
considering the nomination of 
L. Patrick Gray III as FBI di­ 
rector. 
Nixon has amp le p recedent 
for his insistence on executive 
p rivilege. 
The p rivilege doctrine was in­ 
voked by the first p resident, 
George Washington. Others who 
relied on it were Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, Andrew Jackson, John 
Ty ler, Uly sses S. Grant, Grover 
Cleveland, 
William 
Howard 
Taft, Herbert Hoover, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 
In 17%, Washington refused 
to turn over to the House corre­ 
sp ondence and other documents 
and instructions given to John 
Jay in connection with a treaty 
with England. Washington’s p o­ 
sition was that the material 
was not “relative to any p ur­ 
p ose under the cognizance of 
the House ....” 
When the House adop ted a 
resolution insisting that it had a 
right to the information, Wash­ 
ington was defended by James 
Madison, later to become p resi­ 
dent. Washington gave some of 
the data to the Senate, but not 
the House, for use during con­ 
sideration of the treaty . 
Jefferson got into the p rivi­ 
lege controversy in 1807 during 
the trial of Aaron Burr for 
treason. Burr subp oenaed a let­ 
ter written to Jefferson by Gen. 
James Wilkinson. 
Jefferson 
claimed the letter was p rivate 
and p robably involved the na­ 
tional safety . He finally agreed 
to let government counsel with­ 
hold p arts of the letter not 
directly material for p urp oses 
of justice. 
Chief Justice Marshall ruled 
that “a p rivilege does exist to 


withhold p rivate letters of a 
certain descrip tion.” 
“Yet it is a very serious 
thing,” he added, “if such a let­ 
ter should contain any informa­ 
tion material to the defense, to 
withhold from the accused the 
p ower of making use of it.” 
But the chief justice said he 
could not “p recisely lay down 
any general rule for such a 
case.” 
In 1833, the Senate asked 
President Jackson for a cop y of 
instructions he rep ortedly read 
at a Cabinet meeting regarding 
withdrawal of funds from the 
United States Bank. Jackson 
refused, say ing there was no 
constitutional authority for the 
Senate “to require of me an ac­ 
count of any communication, 
either verbally or in writing,

The House clashed with Pres­ 
ident Ty ler in 1842 over a re­ 
quest for names of congress­ 
men who had ap p lied for feder­ 
al office. Ty ler refused the re­ 
quest as an invasion of the ex­ 
ecutive’s jurisdiction. 
In 1843, Ty ler refused to give 
the House information it re­ 
quested about alleged frauds by 
Indian 
agents. 
The 
House 
adop ted a strongly worded res­ 
olution demanding the informa­ 
tion, and Ty ler p rovided some, 
but not all, of it. 
Grant’s run-in also was with 
the House, which, in 1876, wan­ 
ted to know if any executive 
acts had been p erformed at a 
distance 
from 
Washington. 
Grant refused, asserting execu­ 
tive acts and where they were 
p erformed were solely in the 
p rovince of the executive. 
In 1902, President Cleveland 
refused to allow his attorney 
general to give the Senate p a­ 
p ers relating to susp ension of a 
district attorney . 
Cleveland said the p ap ers 
were “p urely unofficial and p ri­ 
vate” and dealt with “the p er­ 
formance of a duty exclusively 
mine.” The Senate adop ted a 
resolution condemning his ac­ 
tion, but it did not get the p a­ 
p ers. 
Taft’s confrontation was in 
1912, when he directed his at­ 
torney general not to y ield to 
Senate demands for corre­ 
sp ondence of the Bureau of 
Corp orations relative to the so- 
called Harvester Trust. He said 
it was not comp atible with the 
p ublic interest to p rovide the 
information. 
In 1930, President Hoover re­ 
jected a Senate demand for p a­ 
p ers relevant to negotiation of 
the London treaty for reduction 
of naval armament. He said 
some of the p ap ers contained 
“very frank” comments about 
officials of other nations. The 
Senate modified its demands 
and Hoover gave it some of the 
p ap ers. 
Franklin Roosevelt refused to 
allow the Justice Dep artment 
to turn over to the House Naval 
Affairs Committee rep orts and 
files for use in a p robe of 
strikes and subversive activi­ 
ties in establishments having 
naval contracts.

Siamese twins 
girls born in 
Minneapolis 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 
— Siamese twin girls born to a 
Minneap olis woman were re­ 
p orted in satisfactory condition 
at University of Minnesota Hos­ 
p itals. 
The two-day -old girls were 
born Thursday morning at an­ 
other Minneap olis area hosp i­ 
tal, then taken to the university 
where more than 20 doctors 
have been involved in their 
care. The twins were born 
joined at the chest and abdo­ 
men and share a single heart. 
“Both are doing fine now, but 
the chance of even one surviv­ 
ing still must be called slim,” 
said Dr. Arnold Leonard, chief 
of p ediatric surgery . 
Dr. Leonard said there are 
ethical as well as very comp lex 
medical p roblems involved in 
the “very rare case.” With a 
single heart, he said, there is 
no way to sep arate the twins 
and have both survive. 
Because the twin on the right 
was born with lungs only half 
normal size, Dr. Leonard said 
both infants p robably will die 


because of the strain on their 
connected sy stems unless they 
can be surgically sep arated. 
Dr. Leonard said the one 
hop e is that the stronger twin 
on the left might be able to sur­ 
vive if a sep aration op eration 
can be p erformed and she 
keep s the single heart. 


There would be ethical ques­ 
tions about such surgery as 
long as both twins live, but Dr. 
Leonard said if one of the twins 
died — or if a crisis develop ed 
threatening both lives while 
they are joined — such surgery 
would be the only way to save 
even one life. 
The twins, delivered by Cae­ 
sarean section, weigh eight 
p ounds together. 


Siamese twins occur in one 
out of every 50,000 p regnancies, 
but in most cases they are dead 
when delivered. 
The p roblem occurs when 
identical twins, which come 
from a single egg, fail to fully 
divide during the growth p roc­ 
ess in the womb.

“I was surp rised that they did 
not know of my p osition when 
they considered me for the hon­ 
or. There’s nothing new about 
my stand on abortion.” 
Miss Landers said the degree 
from St. Josep h’s would have 
been her first from a Roman 
Catholic college or university . 
“It’s a rather shattering 
thing to be disinvited, to be told 
to stay home,” she said. 
President Bernard P. Currier 
said Thursday it would be unre­ 
alistic to honor someone who 
favors abortion. “The college 
has a stand in sup p ort of the 
Church’s stand on abortion— 
that is, that every individual 
has a right to life, including the 
unborn.” 
“When it came to light that 
Miss Landers favored abortion 
on demand, we felt it necessary 


to withdraw the offer,” he said. 
He said Miss Landers had 
been recommended for the hon­ 
or by a p riest from the Midwest 
“whom we hold in very high re­ 
gard.” 
St. Josep h’s is a coeducation­ 
al school op erated by the Sis­ 
ters of Mercy . It has about 400 
students.

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Weather 
trends

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
hu g e riv ers of air flowed capr­ 
iciou sly astray this winter. The 
resu lt, according to g ov ernment 
weathermen, was snow in the 
Sou th, 
frequ ent 
mild 
temperatu res in the North and 
other u nseasonal weather in the 
nation. 
Traditionally , U.S. weather­ 
men blame sieg es of u nu su al 
weather on the antics of the po­ 
lar jet stream that cou rses hig h 
abov e the more northerly areas 
of the planet. It long has been 
rated a major factor in deter­ 
mining weather at earth’s su r- 
u j face and it play ed its erratic 
part this winter. 
Bu t a second jet stream, 
pressing a rare cou rse north­ 
ward from tropical Central 
America, was also a major fac­ 
tor in the nation’s weather, the 
weathermen say . 
Both jet streams are riv ers of 
rapidly mov ing air, hu ndreds of 
miles wide and 20,000 feet deep, 
that whirl westward arou nd the 
hemisphere at an altitu de of 
fou r to sev en miles. Among oth­ 
er thing s, they control the pat­ 
tern and direction of the hemi­ 
sphere’s storm tracks, inter­ 
mittent areas of low pressu re 
that tend to produ ce rainy or 
snowy weather. 
“We hav en’t talked mu ch in 
the past abou t the su btropical 
jet becau se it u su ally doesn’t 
affect 
U.S. 
weather 
v ery 
mu ch,” said Dr. Mu rray Mit­ 
chell of the National Ocean­ 
og raphic and Atmospheric Ad­ 
ministration’s Env ironmental 
Data Serv ice. 
“Ordinarily , its northerly lim­ 
it is somewhere ov er Central 
America, bu t this winter it 
mov ed u pward to the latitu de 
of the Gu lf of Mex ico—and it 
was also mu ch more intense 
than u su al,” he said in an in­ 
terv iew. 
Bu t, he said, the polar jet 
stream was also off cou rse— 
“instead of mov ing ov er the 
midlatitu des as it ordinarily 
does in winter, its central core 
mov ed across the cou ntry close 
to the U.S.-Canadian border 
most of the winter.” 
“Thu s,” he said, “the United 
States was, in effect, cu shioned 
between these two jets and pro­ 
tected in a way by them for 
most of the winter. It was sort 
of like a sandwich.” 
What abou t those 16 inches of 
snow that paraly zed parts of 
Georg ia and Sou th Carolina on 
Feb. 11—the worst snowfall in 
those parts in 5 0 y ears? 
What abou t the sizable snow­ 
storm that bedev iled mu ch of 
North Carolina and Tennessee 
early in Janu ary ? 
“The su btropical jet,” said 
Mitchell, “had storm tracks 
trav eling along with it as it 
cou rsed to the east and a 
cou ple of these intensified as 
they mov ed ov er those states. 
“These storm tracks spinning 
cou nterclockwise su cked cold 
air down from Canada behind 
them so that storms which nor­ 
mally wou ld hav e been rain­ 
storms became snowstorms. 
“Meanwhile, in front of these 
same storm tracks, warm air 
was 
su cked 
u p 
from 
the 
Sou th—flooding the mid-Atlan­ 
tic states with warm air and 
keeping the precipitation there 
in the form of rain instead of 
snow.” 
What abou t the West and the 
Sou thwest? 
Mitchell said the off-cou rse 
polar jet, displaced far north­ 
ward in spots, resu lted in mu ch 
less rain and snow than u su al 
in Washing ton state and Ore­ 
g on. 
The errant su btropical jet, 
cou pled with u nu su al stormin- 
ness ov er the Pacific ocean, 
brou g ht a hig h amou nt of rain 
to sou thern California, Arizona 
and other areas as far away as 
west Tex as.

He say s the recent cu tback in 
domestic spending by the Nix on 
administration was another bad 
blow to the Indians. 
AIM leaders who led the oc­ 
cu pation of Wou nded Knee, a 
dozen miles northeast of here, 
charg ed Wilson with nepotism, 
corru ption, false arrest of In­ 
dian dissenters on the reserv a­ 
tion, protecting bootleg g ers and 
hiring what they term a “g oon 
squ ad” with tribal fu nds to en­ 
force order. 
As tribal president, Wilson 
g ets $13,5 00 annu ally for the 
fu ll-time job. He su perv ises 
abou t 25 0 employ es and admin­ 
isters su ch prog rams as Head 
Start, foster g randparent, low 
cost hou sing and home im­ 
prov ement, plu s tribal law en­ 
forcement. 
He say s all tribal employ es 
are “hired for their ability ,” 
bu t he admits “some of my 
friends 
and 
relativ es 
hav e 
jobs.” 
He said his books are open to 
any one who wants to look at 
how the $366,000 annu al tribal 
bu dg et is spent. 
“I don’t know any bootleg ­ 
g ers. Any one who breaks a 
tribal law will be arrested. 
And, I don’t hav e a g oon 
squ ad,” he said. 
Wilson estimates only abou t 
1(H) reserv ation residents either 
sy mpathize with or belong to 
AIM. 
The 
militant 
leaders 
claim a majority of the resi­ 
dents are on their side. 
Wil­ 
son believ es g ov ernment work 
projects cou ld solv e many res­ 
erv ation problems. 


JACOB C. DePUY 


Jacob C. DePu y observ ed his 
95 th birthday Friday . He was 
born near Dix on, 95 y ears ag o 
on the land homesteaded by his 
g randparents. The homestead 
patent read, May 1, 1843 and 
was sig ned by John Ty ler, 
President of the United States. 
His father came to Dix on, by 
wag on train, with his parents in 
1838. They stay ed in Father 
Dix on’s cabin, known then by 
Bu zzard Roost. Three families 
occu pied the hou se at that time, 
the Lov elands, Lords and the 
DePu y s. 
Mrs. Jacob DePu y ’s father 
bu ilt and operated the first lime 
kiln in Dix on in 1869 and fu r­ 
nished lime for many of the old 
bu ilding s in Dix on and Sterling , 
one of them being the old Galt 
Hou se, former Miami Hotel, 
Sterling . 
While the DePu y family liv ed 
in Rock Falls, DePu y was al­ 
derman for eig ht y ears. 
He worked at the carpenter 
trade all his life. He was car­ 
penter foreman on some of the 
larg er bu ilding s in Sterling and 
Rock Falls: Lawrence Bldg ., 
Coliseu m, Central School, St. 
John’s Chu rch, Rock Falls Hig h 
School and Grade School, and 
many others. 
He has spent his entire life in 
Dix on and Rock Falls and has 
been retired sev eral y ears. He 
now resides in his home with his 
son and dau g hter-in-law in Dix ­ 
on. He has two sons, Elwood 
and Georg e, and two g rand­ 
sons, Georg e and Oris, also fiv e 
g rea t -g randchildren. 
Before his retirement he was 
employ ed by the Lindqu ist Con­ 
stru ction Company . He has 
been activ e in the Dix on Cam­ 
era Clu b and Men’s Garden 
Clu b. A dinner party was held 
in his honor Thu rsday nig ht.
